THE principal express companies of the United 
States are said to have completed an arrangement 
which will effect many reductions in 
Joint Expressrates, Previously, whenever a package 
Rates to be 1.45 been shipped over lines of two or 
Reduced. _ 
more companies the gross rate has been 
the sum of the local rates of all the companies. Here- 
after, the charge will be the-same as if one company 
carried the package from shipping point to destina- 
tion. 

The new rate was agreed upon after a number of 
conferences at which the principal express companies 
operating in the United States and Canada have been 
represented, among them being the Adams, American, 
Canadian, National, New York and Boston Dispatch, 
Northern, Pacific, Southern, United States, Wells 
Fargo and Western. The new rule will effect a radi- 
cal reduction in express charges on all shipments to or 
from what are known as exclusive offices, that is to 
say, city or town where but one express company is 
represented. 

The nature of the change can be best appreciated by 
an illustration: A! shipment between Plainfield, N. J., 
and Boston, Mass., is handled by the United States 
Express Co. between Plainfield and New York and by 
either the Adams, American or National between New 
York and Boston. The present rate on a package of 
10 pounds is made up as follows: The local rate be- 
tween Plainfield and New York is 50 cents per 100 
pounds, and under the graduated scale in use by the 
express companies the charge on a 10-pound package 
between Plainfield and New York is 30 cents. The 
rate between New York and Boston is $1 per 100 
pounds, and then the charge upon a 10-pound pack- 
age under the graduated scale would be 45 cents. The 
sum of the two charges of 30 cents and 45 cents is 75 
cents, which is the present charge upon an express 
package between Plainfield and Boston. Under the 
new rule, however, the charge on a 10-pound package 


between Plainfield and Boston will be made up as 
follows: The 100-pound rate between Plainfield and 
New York of 50 cents is added to the 100-pound rate 
between New York and Boston of $1, making the to- 
tal 100-pound rate $1.50. The charge upon a 1I0- 
pound package, according to the graduated table, 
where the rate is $1.50 per 100 pounds, is 55 cents, 
and this is the charge which will prevail for the serv- 
ice as soon as the new plans are perfected. This will 
constitute a saving to the shippers in this particular 
case of 20 cents. 

The express companies are not yet ready to an- 
nounce full details of their plans, but matters have 
progressed far enough to insure a speedy conclusion. 
It is said to be practically assured that all express 
companies operating in the United States will join 
in the new schedules. One or two of the Canadian 
companies have held back up to the present, owing to 
the fact that the customs regulations at the Canadian 
border necessitate so much extra work that a reduc- 
tion in existing rates would be a hardship. 








_ IF THE very pointed questions put by some of the 
justices of the United States Supreme Court to the 
counsel for the government during the 

What is arguments in the case of the American 
Tobacco Company may be interpreted 
as in any way or in any measure re- 
flecting the attitude of the court in the matter, the 
so-called “tobacco trust” has reason for encourage- 
ment in a belief that the final judgment will be in its 
favor. The contention of the government is that this 
company constitutes a “monopoly” in the tobacco busi- 
ness and is an unlawful combination of conspirators 
as defined by the Sherman law; the establishment of 
the correctness of this general charge would mean 
a verdict for the government and against the company 
and an order from the court directing the dissolution 
of the concern. 

Attorney McReynolds, special counsel for the gov- 
ernment as prosecutor, in his opening argument de- 
nounced the defendant company as “a lawless, gigan- 
tic conspiracy in restraint of trade,” operating in 
open and flagrant violation of law. Justice Holmes 
interrupted him to point out that there was incongrui- 
ty between the contention of the attorney-general in 
his original argument on this point and that of the 
special counsel for the government. The latter was 
plainly embarrassed by this unexpected turn in the 
proceedings. Then Chief Justice White took a hand 
in the affair, asking the government’s counsel about 
his statement to the effect that a combination to be 
unlawful and an actual “monopoly,” must control “the 
major part” of the business in the commodity in 
which it deals. Counsel McReynolds was still more 
embarrassed—but he declined to again commit him- 
self as to exactly what percentage of “control” con- 
stitutes a concern a “trust” and a law-breaker under 
the Sherman act. Chief Justice White had no mercy, 
however. “If,” he asked, “two small business men 
were to get together and decide to combine their af- 
fairs, would that ‘combination’ be a conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade or an attempt to monopolize business 
that would bring them within the inhibitions of the 
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Sherman law?” The government’s counsel thought 
not—but he wouldn’t be positive about it. He was 
getting into pretty deep water. 

Now comes Justice Holmes again: “Do you re- 
gard it as the duty of this court to fix the percentage 
of business that a combination may do in order to 
bring it within the definition of a monopoly? Is it 
the proportion of business actually controlied or is it 
the question of intent back of the combination that is 
to be considered?” Only evasion by the government 
counsel—a suggestion that every case ought to be de- 


cided on its own circumstances. “You hop over,” in- 


terposed Justice Holmes. “I want to drive you to 
one of the two points of the dilemma, intent or size. 
If you adopt intent as the essential element of the 
monopoly, then you would have to abandon the theory 
that the size of the combination or the amount of 
business it controlled was the determining factor.” 
Still Attorney McReynolds was noncommittal. 

Even the mild-mannered and diplomatic Justice Day 
couldn’t restrain himself now. “It seems to me,” he 
put in, “that the government should have a definite 
contention of what a monopoly is. The court must 
find cut what constitutes a monopoly. The govern- 
ment’s counsel should help us by stating just what a 
monopoly is. Does it require the control of 51 per 
cent of the business to constitute a monopoly, or does 
a question of intent determine?’ Only this from the 
government attorney: “The court has itself held al- 
ready that the ‘essential element’ in a monopoly is the 
power to control prices.” 

Passages-at-arms like this are not without prece- 
dent in the United States Supreme Court, but they are 
extremely unusual. This one may with propriety and 
fairness be held to indicate that the crux of this par- 
ticular suit is what constitutes an actual “monopoly” 
of an unlawful character under the statute. And the 
questions put by the justices by no means point to 
any prejudice or prejudgment on their part. “Gigan- 
tic combinations of capital,’ “swollen fortunes,” “huge 
mergers” and so forth are expressions that in the 
minds of many persons are something unlawful. But 
it may not transpire that neither the size of an enter- 
prise nor the intent of its owners to get all the busi- 
ness that they possibly can constitute them a gang 
of law-breakers and candidates for the penitentiary. 








THERE will be no Parcels Post law énacted by this 
Congress, which expires on March 4 next. Although 
President Taft urged the establishment 
of a mail package carrying system on 
rural free delivery routes, and although 
the Republican leaders in Congress pro- 
fess to favor the president’s recommendation, the 
proposition has been shelved, it is reported. 

The first indication of the fact that no action on 
any of the rural parcels bills can be expected from 
this Congress was given on January 25 in the Senate 
by Senator Penrose of Pennsylvania, chairman of the 
committee on postoffices and post roads. Senator 
Penrose introduced an amendment to the postoffice 
appropriation bill calling for the expenditure of $100,- 
000 to enable the Postmaster General to “investigate 
and experiment” for the purpose of determining “the

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lowest rate at which the postoffice department can 
carry mail parcels not exceeding eleven pounds in 
weight.” The Postmaster General is directed to report 
the results of his investigations and experiments | 
the next Congress. 

Senator Penrose’s committee has reported no Par- 
cels Post bill of any character, but it is probable tha: 
the committee will approve the amendment intr. - 
duced on January 25. The action is accepted as con- 
clusive indication that no move toward carrying out the 
President’s suggestion will be made at this time. 

The hopes of the advocates of a Parcels Post and of 
an experimental rural system have been fading during 
the last two weeks. The Cannon organization in the 
House is manifestly opposed to a Parcels Post in 
any form. The Cannon lieutenants are unanimous in 
declaring that a Parcels Post is not wanted even bi 
the farmers. . 








A RECENT issue of the organ of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers contains a resume of busi- 
ness conditions and a warning to manu- 
facturers to apply more rigid econom) 
and more science in the administration 
of their plants. Commenting on the 
many reasons offered by some manufacturers for the 
alleged inactive condition of business, the writer 
adopts the slogan of Louis D. Brandeis, counsel for 
the Shippers’ Association, in his ‘arraignment of the 
railroads, and tells the manufacturers they should ap- 
ply more scientific methods to their business opera- 
tions. He says: 

“There are, approximately, 250,000 important man- 
ufacturing establishments in the United States. These 
plants employ millions of workers and manufacture 
more than $15,000,000,000 worth of goods annually. 
It has been estimated that not 3 per cent of these 
plants utilize scientific systems in their administration. 
but are content to work by the old ‘rule-o’-thumb 
methods. There is criminal waste in time, waste in 
purchasing raw material, waste in machine installa- 
tion, waste in the proper utilization of light, waste in 
floor arrangements, and corresponding increase in 
costs.” 

These facts have been brought out more or less 
clearly in recent testimony before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. The accusation was made against 
the railroads that they have failed to utilize the prin- 
ciples of scientific management, and are therefore un- 
economical. The same charge can be brought with 
truth against the majority of our manufacturing plants. 
The proof can be found in approximately every com- 
munity. 

There are in this country, as the forerunners of a 
great and material change in manufacturing methods. 
several factory plants conducted upon scientific prin- 
ciples. These principles have as their vital founda- 
tion the elimination of waste, not only of time, but also 
of material and efficiency. The principles followed 
by these plants can be applied with modifications to 
every class of factory; and, to some degree, in all 
kinds of industrial activity. Space will not permit of 
extensive description, but it has been demonstrated ab- 
solutely that application of the principles result in

But plaster ceiling collapses can- 
not always be attributed to earthquakes, any more 
than the absence of+ metal ceiling accidents can be 
placed to the absence of earthquakes, The Court 
House at Sandusky, Ohio, was the scene of a some- 
what destructive plaster ceiling. collapse a few days 
ago, according to a Sandusky dispatch to the Cleve- 
land (Ohio) Plain Dealer. As I am not in possession 
of a list of steel ceiling makers, whom | know this bit 
of news will interest, | am going to reprint the item 
in this column of Random Notes, where | am sure 
they will all see it. Here it is: 

Court House CEILING FALLs. 
CAUSES $1,000 DAMAGES TO ERIE COUNTY BUILDING FIXTURES. 
(SPECIAL TO THE PLAIN DEALER. ) 

Sanpusky, O., Jan. 17.—Plaster falling from the ceiling 
in the office of the county commissioners, wrought damage 
estimated at $1,000. It smashed a $350 adding machine and 
a $250 book typewriter and marred furniture to such an ex- 
tent that many pieces will have to be sent to the factory for 
repairs.

ior any sort of hardwood. No one who has not gone 
‘0 the woodpile in. the crisp, snowy weather and

knows what the cheer of warmth means. To lay 
upon the andirons of a capacious fireplace--a real fire- 
place with a draft strong enough when the fire blazes 
to take your hat whirling up the chimney—to lay upon 
the andirons the crisp shavings and chips with a news- 
paper or two for tinder ; to superimpose upon this altar 
of the fire god three or four prisms of hickory, ash, or 
oak, dry and sweet as a nut, with particles of snow still 
clinging to their split sides ; to touch a lighted match be- 
low, and then to watch the fed flames, possibly acceler- 
ated by the breath of a bellows, creep around and into 
the welcoming fuel, this is to enjoy a pleasure city 
dwellers know not of. And the crackling, the hissing 
of the seasoned logs as the heat strains and expands 
them. And how the pungent odor of the forest fills 
the room, bringing visions of the chopper swinging 
his double faced ax and of muffled drivers urging on 
the loaded bobs over the creaking, tinkling snow 
roads. And the roar that goes up the throat of the 
chimney and the warmth that comes out; not the dry, 
sickening heat of steam or the choking caloric of gas, 
but the comforting breath of the forest, the warmth 
of man’s first and best fuel, wood.

Secre- 
tary Charles L. Kreckel, 210 Water St., New York 
City, advises that he with Treasurer George S. Russ 
and Charles Froelich have been appointed a committee 
to amend the constitution and by-laws. 

The Central Association of Stove Manufacturers 
held a special meeting at the Chittenden Hotel, Colum- 
bus, Ohio, on January 19. It was called to talk over 
some matters which were laid over from the regular 
meeting in December, among them being the subject 
of molders’ wages. The question of stove crating was 
also taken up and trade matters affecting contracts for 
pig iron, and traffic rules were also discussed. 

The Queen Bee Stove Co., Tulsa, Okla., are erect- 
ing a factory building 48x112 feet, two stories high, 
brick and cement. They propose to manufacture a 
full line of gas ranges and heaters, consisting of 42 
styles and sizes. Fifty men will be employed. The 
plant will be in charge of O. D. Hunt, formerly gen- 
eral manager of the Sunray Stove Co., Delaware, 
Ohio. Operations will be commenced about April 1. 

A report from an American consul in the Far East 
states that a merchant and commission agent in his 
district requests to be put in communication with 
American manufacturers of oil cooking stoves. He 
prefers the variety which burns petroleum and con- 
tains a valve to regulate the flow of oil. He is anxious 
to deal directly with manufacturers and not with com- 
mission houses, doing away with the profits of the mid- 
dleman, Expensive oil stoves are not in demand, the 
kind most in use having one or two rests for cooking 
vessels and simple in construction. Catalogues should be 
sent, giving weight of stove and material. Prices should 
be quoted, if possible, in English money. Correspond- 
ence may be in English. Refer to File No. 6156 when 
writing the Bureau of Manufactures, Washington, 
D. C., for the address. 

In the equity proceedings of the Stove and Range 
Company of Pittsburg, Pa., against the Graff Furnace 
Co., New York city, which was a dispute over alleged 
infringement of the plaintiff company’s trade-mark, 
the court ordered that the plaintiff company shall re- 
cover from the defendant the profits, gains and ad- 
vantages which the defendant has received or made 


from sales or repair parts for stoves and ranges, which . 


repair parts were not of the plaintiff’s manufacture, 
but containing thereon the trade-marks, or_ indices, of 
the plaintiff, and of repair parts not of the plaintiff’s 
manufacture, sold by the defendant company as and 





for the product of the plaintiff, from May 13, 1909. It 
was further decreed that the plaintiff recover dam- 
ages sustained by reason of the infringement of the 
plaintiff’s trade-mark and rights, and that the defend- 
ant be restrained from further using the marks com- 
plained of. 





A. L. CANFIELD, NEW YORK STOVE JOBBER, 
FORCED INTO BANKRUPTCY. 





As a result of an extensive note “kiting” scheme 
in New York city, four concerns, including A, L, Can- 
field, a jobber representing several stove foundries, 


and doing business at 97 Beekman street, New York 


city, were forced into bankruptcy a few days ago. 
A. L. Canfield is very prominent in the New York 
stove trade, being the representative for a number 
of years of the Danville Stove & Mfg. Co., Danville, 
Pa., and handling other lines of stoves, refrigerators, 
etc. 

The details of the “kiting” scheme were disclosed 
in New York on January 21, during an examination 
of the affairs of the Gilbert Iron & Steel Company, 
487 Greenwich street, New York. In addition to the 
Gilbert company and A. L. Canfield, there are also in- 
volved the American Concrete Company, 100 Wil- 
liams street, New York, and Steinberg Brothers. The 
disclosures were made by Max H. Hart, a note broker, 
while under examination by the attorney for the re- 
ceiver of the Gilbert Iron & Steel Company. Mr. Hart 
was assistant treasurer of the company, besides con- 
ducting his note brokerage business. Mr. Hart stated’ 
that although he had transacted a large business, he 
never kept any. books, relying entirely on his mem- 
ory. He said he had no writing of any kind to show 
how much money he had turned over to any corpora- 
tion or how many notes he handled. He had given 
the Gilbert company, he said, accommodation notes of 
the National Varnish & Color Company of Newark, 
New Jersey, in which he was a shareholder. These 
notes to the extent of $4,000, were discounted by the- 
bank, Mr. Hart said, the Gilbert company getting the 
money. He added that he was paying the notes as a 
moral obligation, because, although he did not indorse 


them, he had promised that they would be met. Un-» 


der the arrangement between the two companies each 
was to get half the proceeds. Notes of the American 
Concrete Company were also given to the Gilbert 
company, Mr. Hart said, and the American Coal and 
Lumber Corporation of Philadelphia, and Steinberg 
Brothers also exchanged paper with the Gilbert com- 
pany. 

With regard to the notes of A. L. Canfield, Mr. 
Hart stated that although he did not know Mr, Can- 
field personally, he had received $4,000 or. $5,000- 
worth of his notes from the American Concrete com- 
pany, and had turned them over to the Gilbert com- 
pany. He declared further that he had bought notes 
of the Blackstaff Engineering Company of Phila- 
delphia, from the Concrete company, and .had paid’ 
cash for them. Mr. Hart will be called as a witness 
in the examination into the affairs of A. L. Canfield, 
who is said to have lost $25,000 by the note “kiting.” 
He will also be questioned as to the business of the- 
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National Furnace & Stove Company, the National 
Varnish & Color Company, and other concerns. A 
petition in bankruptcy is reported to have been filed 
against A. L, Canfield, on January 18, Mr. Canfield 
having, it is said, indorsed notes of various concerns 
for which he received no return.

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THE POWER OF THE IMAGINATION. 








The present age demands a new system of thought. 
Modern systems do not satisfy. Their explanations 
of the great principles of life are inadequate, and they 
do not tend to promote the progress and welfare of 
the race. Instead, they actually retard that progress 
in many instances, and what advancement is being 
made today is being made, not by following recognized 
beliefs, but by breaking loose from them. But prog- 
ress made through the periodical breaking loose from 
system and order is not satisfactory. 

The new system, to be ideal, must be guaranteed 
against ossification. It must have that something within 
it that invariably moves outward and onward into the 
greater and the better. It must be absolutely free from 
the contractive element and must be literally alive 
with the expansive element. Above all, it must be 
made to grow, not simply for a while, but continually. 
One of the greatest obstacles to human welfare is 
found in the tendency of all systems of thought to 
come to a standstill. Health, happiness and well-being 
is found only in growth; and progress in all things 
is the only assurance of freedom in all things. We 
want neither conservatism nor radicalism; but calm, 
continuous research along. all lines. 

At first you may not see anything practical in such 
a practice, but you will change your mind when you 
discover the remarkable power of imagination. The 
fact is that there is no more important faculty in the 
human mind than that of imagination, and there is no 
faculty that is applied with less care. Imagination is 
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usuallly permitted to run wild, or to run its course, re- 
gardless of the fact that there is no mental action that 
affects life, well-being and destiny as the actions of 
the imagination. 

We repeat it, imagine yourself a genius. We do 
not promise that this will make you a genius without 
fail, but it will cause all the building powers of your 
mind to develop genius; and that your ability will in- 
crease, at least to some degree, is therefore an assured 
fact. And every gain in ability is worth while. 

Every thought is a force, and as a mental force it has 
the power to build up the mind. We are always think- 
ing ; the mind is always in action, and, therefore, we are 
constantly placing in action mental forces that can 
build and develop in the world of ability and genius. 
But whether these forces will build or not, depends en- 
tirely upon the attitude of the imagination. These 
mental forces must have something to go by ; they must 
have models and architectural plans; and it is the im- 
agination alone that can furnish these. 

If you are a business man, imagine constantly that 
you are conducting a larger business. This action of 
your imagination will gradually arouse and expand 
your business faculties more and more until they be- 
come sufficiently developed to give you new ideas on 
the enlargement of your business. Then if you apply 
those ideas you will succeed in building up the larger 
business you have daily had in mind.—Exchange.

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A MODERN HARDWARE STORE IN CHICAGO. 





The accompanying illustration shows an interior 
view of the spacious store of the Hardware & Supply 
Co., L. A. Paddock, Manager, 47th street and Langley 
avenue, Chicago. This hardware store is probably 
one of the largest of the kind in Chicago outside of 
the loop or business district. 

The left side shown in the illustration is devoted 
entirely to shelf hardware and mechanics’ tools, which 
are displayed in long side wall cases, the end of 
one of which only is shown. The hardware is kept 
in boxes finished in light oak, with samples attached 
outside, making a neat: and attractive appearance as 
one enters the store. Each line of goods in these 
boxes is classified to the limit and methodically ar- 
ranged, so that any article could be found in the 
dark if desired. Customers can readily see the article 
or articles in quest, and are easily and promptly served. 

The floor show cases containing fine tools, silver- 
ware, artists’ tools, cutlery and bath room fixtures, 
extend from the front of the store back to a long nail 
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He lays out all work, cuts the most difficult patterns 
through information gleaned from THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN and other journals devoting space to matters 
of educational value to mechanics. 

The long row of display tables arranged on the 
hardware side of the company’s store, are 
far enough from the floor cases to form a 
broad aisle the length of the store back to the 
reading room. The tables shown just to the 
right of the center column in the _ picture 
extend back to the office and cashier’s desk, which is 
located in the center of the store to enable one at the 
desk to see all parts of the room. Directly back of the 
office is a center partition extending to the rear. This 
is shelved on either side to the ceiling. On one side 
tinware is displayed, on the other, brushes, cordage 
and house furnishings. The row of tables farther to 
the right extends back to the broad stairway leading 
to the basement, where gas pipe, pipe fittings, plumb- 
ers’, steamfitters’ and janitors’ supplies, nails, glass, 
oil, sheet metal and other heavy and bulky goods are 
kept. The shelving on the right extends from the

counter, reaching to the garden tool and implement 
rack, which forms a cross partition cutting off 15 feet of 
the rear of the hardware side of the store, to form 
a room fitted up with all modern conveniences, serv- 
ing as a library or reading room. This is considered 
a valuable acquisition, and answers for a rest room 
as well. The library comprises an encyclopedia, his- 
tories, reference books, books of travel and science 
and the classics, together with works of world-re- 
nowned authors and writers. On a table the Chicago 
daily newspapers are placed, together with various 
journals and magazines, including THe AMERICAN 
ARTISAN AND HARDWARE RECORD. 

A reading room in connection with a hardware store 
is probably somewhat of an innovation, but the com- 
pany consider it one of their best investments. It pro- 
vides a convenient place for the employes during 
hours off duty, to post themselves on the topics of the 
day and on questions of interest, discussed in THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN and other publications. The 
clerks are better clerks, and the mechanics more pro- 
ficient. The company has in its employ a young man 
who commenced a few years ago as a helper in the 
tin shop. He now is the foreman, with full charge 
of that important branch of the company’s business.

side window shown in the picture to the rear of the 
store. This shelving holds the mixed paint stock, 
claimed to be the largest stock of pure paint in that 
part of the city. 

Across the rear of the store extending to the read- 
ing room, is a broad deck used for stove pipe, etc., and 
for storing surplus goods. Below the deck, near the 
rear window, is an electric power grinder for grinding 
shears, knives, skates and other light work of the 
kind. 

The many tables shown in the illustration are used 
generally for displaying enameled ware and house fur- 
nishing goods; but at the time the picture was taken 
were used to display toys and other goods during the 
holiday season. This display is made a special ad- 
vertising feature each year. All save one of the three 
large windows are filled with toys. This one is fitted 
up to display high-grade goods, such as fine tools, sil- 
verware and cutlery, to attract trade to the more sub- 
stantial goods for Christmas giving. 

Everything is attractively arranged, and the entire 
store and its windows are appropriately decorated and 
festooned. It is toyland for the children on a large 
scale with a live Santa Claus to amuse and entertain 
them, and a trading place for the older people who 
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come from all parts of the city to the store on each 
returning holiday season. 

The reading room is turned into a rest room. A 
near-by restaurant serves luncheon at the company’s 
expense, to all coming from a distance. All in all, the 
occasion is an advertising scheme, effective and prac- 
tical. 

Although the business of the Hardware & Supply 
Co. has changed ownership twice since its inception 
seven years ago, it has been under the management 
of L. A. Paddock from the beginning. If one will 
study the life of any really successful undertaking it 
will be found that faith and persistence have played 
a conspicuous part in bringing it about. 

“To make a success of any enterprise,’ says Mr. 
Paddock, “a man must have faith—faith in his ability 
to accomplish ; faith in the character of the act or pur- 
pose, and faith in the people of the locality upon whom 
success in business must depend.” 

Mr. Paddock evidently has this in abundance. Six 
years ago he prophesied that in 1o years the volume 
of the company’s annual business would reach $50,- 
000 (it was then only about $12,000). He said to his 
associates: “I know $50,000 can be reached. I know 
I have the faith and the ability.” It was suggested 
that there might be a lack of capital. His reply was: 
“‘TD—— the capital ; we have the credit.” 

The volume of business at this store during the 
month of December last ran above the $50,000 annual 
level.

stuffing attachment, here illustrated. It fills the de- 
mand for a fruit press for family use at a price within 
the reach of all buyers, it is stated, every family hav- 
ing use for a press for pressing fruits, vegetables and 
meats. It is strong, extremely simple, easy to take 
apart and keep clean and will last for many years, it is 
said. The parts requiring strength are of heavy cast 
iron and steel, black enameled. The colander and 
outside cylinder are of heavy tin plate. The pressure 
is regulated by a bar which revolves on a rod in which 
is cut a special thread of extra strength. By means 
of a “quick action” device the pressure bar may be 
attached or released from the rod at any point, and 
it is unnecessary to follow the entire length of the 
screw downward to secure pressure, and again upward 
to allow for cleaning and refilling. A few turns of the 
bar is all that is required to secure the needed pressure, 
the bar can then be released and slipped off and the 
press is ready to be refilled. With the use of the sausage 
stuffing attachment, which is furnished at a small addi- 
tional charge, the “Independent Quick Action” fruit, 
wine and lard press makes an excellent device for 
stuffing sausages. The attachment is a heavy tin 
cylinder with cast iron bottom and suitable stuffing 
tube, which, in use, is substituted for the two cylin- 
ders used in pressing fruits.

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In a recent issue of your paper I note an inquiry 
from one of your correspondents, who desires to have 
the opinions of the trade on cold air registers for, in- 
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side circulation, whether they are inclined to favor 
side wall or floor cold air registers. Now, my experi- 
ence is that if the register in the side wall has the same 
capacity as those in the floor, there is no difference, as 
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SOUTH

the same amount of air can pass through either kind. 
I think, however, that the side wall register is cleaner 
and more sanitary when sweeping is done; further- 
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more, you do not spoil the floor with a side wall regis- 
ter. 

I am submitting herewith plans of a furnace job 
which I have installed where I used all side wall regis- 
ters and side wall cold air faces. Now this system 
heats the house, with a minimum amount of fuel, to 
70 degrees Fahrenheit in the coldest weather, at the 
same time providing good ventilation. I used No. 15 
side wall registers connected to the furnace with a 12- 
inch pipe in all the rooms on the first floor except the 
parlor, where I used a No. 18 side wall register con- 
nected to the furnace with a 14-inch pipe. For the 
second floor I used No. 12 side wall registers connect- 
ed to a 3% x12¥Y% wall stack to the first floor regis- 
ters. I used a cold air face for the hall, another for 
the dining room, another for the parlor and another 
for the sitting room. 
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The rule which I used to find the pipe area for each 
room on the first floor is as follows: 

Multiply the cubic contents by 1.5. 

Multiply the net exposed wall surface by 22. 

Multiply the glass surface by 70. 

Add the results thus obtained, and divide by 120. 

For the second floor the same rule was used, only 
taking 40 per cent of the necessary area. 

As this system has been thoroughly tested and gives 
the best of satisfaction and is practical in every way, 
I will use side wall registers and faces wherever | 
can. I have also used wooden cold air faces put in 
the side wall, on other jobs, with good results.

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A NEW TYPE OF DOWNDRAFT FURNACE. 


William H. James, of Cincinnati, Ohio, has been 
granted United States Patent No. 981,275, on a down- 
draft furnace comprising a double 
or hollow walled outer shell, a 
double or hollow-walled crown 
surmounting the outer shell, a 
dead-air or draftless ashpit, a 
double or hollow walled fire-pot 
the 
ash-pit walls within the outer 
x shell, a lateral passageway at the 
top of the fire-pot leading from 
the outer face of the outer shell 
to the interior of the fire-pot and 
adapted to receive the fuel and all 
the needed air or draft for the fire-pot, such draft 
passing downwardly through the fuel and the fire at 
the bottom thereof. There are means comprising a 
door in the lateral passage-way at the top of the fire-pot 
having a damper therein for regulating the supply of 
air or draft to and through the fire-pot and its fuel 
contents, air-outlet openings or draft passages pro- 
vided above the ash-pit in the lower portion of the 
fire-pot, a combustion-chamber concentrically sur- 
rounding the fire-pot within the outer shell, a suitable 
grate mounted in the top of the ash-pit and adapted to 
support the fuel and fire within the fire-pot, water

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inlet and outlet passages or openings in the double or 
hollow walled outer shell, fire-pot and crown and an 
outlet-opening leading to the exit-flue. 





TO HAVE GOOD WARM AIR CIRCULATION. 





Equalize the warm and cold air—figure the total 
capacity of your warm air pipe—then place enough 
cold air connections to equal in square inches the total 
of the warm air. No matter how exactly correct your 


- warm air pipes may be placed, if there is not a suff- 


cient supply of cold air returned to the furnace, the 
building will not be comfortably heated; the cellar 
will be unbearably hot, as the heat penetrate 
through the casing instead of passing up into the 
rooms, and no amount of fuel will make the house 
thoroughly warm. For no more warm air can pass 
into the pipes leading from the top of the casing to 
the rooms than the total of the cold air which enters 
the casing at the bottom. 

The capacity of cold air is one-third greater if taken 
from the outside than the cold air from the inside— 
but we recommend the inside cold air for residences. 
Cold air may be conveyed to the furnace through one, 
two or more cold air pipes, as it is most convenient 
and desirable—the pipes should be short and the face 
plates located where the cold air can be most readily 
gathered up—for instance, near a door, at the foot of 
an open stairway and in exposed parts of the house. 

If possible, take the air supply from oppositie sides 
of the house, but do not, under any circumstances, 
place a cold air connection in the kitchen—as the odor 
of cooking will be carried into every room. If the 
house is built with folding doors—which are kept 
open, cased openings, etc.—where the air has an op- 
portunity to circulate freely—one extra large cold air 
connection will take care of several rooms. Fre- 
quently a separate cold air pipe will need to be taken 


will 





from a room, the doors of which are kept closed, as 
the cold air has no opportunity to escape. 

Air is like water—hot water can take the place of 
cold water as rapidly as the cold water is removed, 
but the hot water and the cold water cannot occupy 
the same place at the same time. Remove the cold 
air in your rooms, and the warm air will immediately 
enter. 

It is not necessary, as a rule, to have a cold air 
pipe run to the second floor—as houses are not built 
so tight but cold air will find its way down the stair- 
way—so near the foot of the stairway is always a 
good place for a cold air face. Cold air ducts should 
be made either of galvanized iron or of matched floor- 
ing, and frequently the spaces between the joists can 
be utilized. Two spaces between joists have the ca- 
pacity of a 16-inch pipe; where joists are boxed for 
20-inch ducts, they should be built down six inches. 

Cold air can be connected to the side of the lower 
casing, but should never extend up more than 14 
inches from the base ring. Great care should be taken 
in all cold air ducts that the capacity is not reduced in 
any place, as no more cold air can travel to the fur- 
nace than will pass through the narrowest point.—

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PATTERN FOR A MOLDING BOUNDING A 
TRIANGULAR PANEL. 








BY E. R. PROBERT. 

In Fig. 201, let D E F be the elevation of a tri- 
angular panel or other article, surrounding which is 
a molding of the profile, as shown by G. Construct 
an elevation of the panel molds, as shown by 
A BC, and draw the miter lines A B, B E, and C F. 
For the patterns of the several sides proceed as fol- 
lows: 

Draw a profile G, placing it in correct relative po- 
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allel to each of the several stretchouts, or what is the 
same, at right angles to the respective sides, bringing 
the blade successively against the points in the several 
miter lines, cut the corresponding measuring lines, 
all as indicated by the dotted lines. Then lines traced 
through the points of intersection thus obtained will 
gescribe the pattern required. J T R S will be the 
pattern for the side A D F C of the elevation, and 
likewise N M L K is the pattern for the side C F E B. 

Placing another profile in the molding 4 B E D 
would, if divided the same as the others, only result 
in another set of intersections at the points already 
existing on the lines A D and B E, as occurred on 


the line F C; hence to save labor on profile in this 


case, is all that is really necessary, the points being

sition to the side D F, as shown. Divide it into any 
convenient number of parts, in the usual manner, and 
through these points draw lines, as shown, cutting the 
miter lines F C and D A. In like manner place the 
profile H in a corresponding position relative to the 
side E F. Divide it into the same number of parts, 
and draw lines intersecting those drawn from the 
first profile in the line F C, also cutting the line E B; 
by this operation points are obtained in the three 
miter lines, D A, F C and E B, from which to lay off 
the patterns in the usual manner. 

At right angles to each of the three sides, at con- 
venient points, draw stretchout lines, as shown by 
O P, I T and U V, through the points in which draw 
the usual measuring lines. With the T-square par-

TRADE OPINIONS ON REPAIRING TAR AND 
GRAVEL ROOFS. 





(In THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of January 21, W. E. 
Hartman of Argenta, Ill., wished to be informed of a 
solution or process that could be relied upon to repair 
a tar and gravel roof. Mr. Hartman has a tar and 
gravel roof over his storeroom which has three or 
four leaky places in it. He has tried to repair the 
same with asphaltum roof coating, but he finds that 
in the summer time this coating warms up and runs 
off leaving the leaks exposed, coal tar doing the same 
thing. THe AMERICAN ARTISAN takes pleasure in 
presenting herewith a number of letters on the subject 
received from roofing men, which will be read with 
interest.) 





From Geo. W. Engelhardt Sheet Metal Works, Chicago. 

Regarding the repairing of a tar and gravel roof, 
we would suggest the following: 

Scrape off all the gravel and dirt clean to the felt. 
Take half pitch and half tar and heat same to the 
boiling point. Cut off three pieces of No. 2 roofing 
felt the size of the patch. Take a fine mop and spread 
the hot tar over the leak, and put on the first layer 
of felt. Press the felt well down into the tar, mop this 
first layer and put on the second layer of felt, doing 
the same with the third layer. Then mop over the top 
of the three layers of felt, and put on plenty of gravel, 
covering the patch well. This will stop leaks and 
there will be no dripping of tar inside.

With a roofer or practical man, we think that the 
question of repairing a tar and gravel roof is not 
debatable, unless the point is raised as to whether 
composition tar and gravel roofs are a success or 
failure, \for the same materials and methods are 
employed in repairing leaks in this kind of roof as in 
applying a new composition tar and gravel roof. 

The weak or leaky spots should be “barred off” 
smoothly, and several thicknesses of felt (No. 2 or 3, 
as the case may be) should be applied with pitch. It 
wil adhere and will not run, and if done with any 
kind of skill or workmanship there should be no 
turther trouble.

‘Ye do not handle tar and gravel roofing. We only 

handle prepared roofing, but we frequently sell roof- 
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ing pitch for the repairing and putting on of tar and 
gravel roofs, 

We are sure that if Mr. Hartman would get some 
regular roofing pitch (this comes hard and has to be 
melted), and put this on over the leaks and then 
sprinkle a little fine gravel on it to hold it in place, 
he would, in our judgment, stop the leaks.

I think if your subscriber will take hard asphalt and 
melt it and apply while hot, that it will fill up the 
pores and stop the leak.

To repair a gravel roof is quite an art. There is 
more to it than people think. In Chicago we have in 
the neighborhood of 400 to 500 roofers, and their 
scale of wages is 55 and 60 cents per hour. Beginning 
March 8, 1911, it will be 60 and 70 cents per hour. 
It is a trade that requires experience. 

Here is a specification we generally use for patch- 
ing or re-coating an old gravel roof: 

Sweep up all loose gravel. Repair all parts of the 
roof where the felt is defective or where it shows 
wear. When the roof is placed in good condition, 
cover the entire surface with a heavy coating of 
roofing composition, then re-gravel. We guarantee 
this kind of work for three years, and it is half the 
cost of a new gravel roof. If the job is done satisfac- 
torily, it will last from three to ten years.

Regarding the repairing of a tar and gravel roof, if 
the inquirer will put about one part in four of rosin 
in the coal tar, he will find that it will not run when 
the weather is warm, but he must not get any more 
than that quantity or the coal tar will crack.

We think by adding a little rosin this trouble will 

be overcome.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Conditions in the hardware market are practically 
unchanged, though an analysis of the situation reveals 
the fact that a steady improvement in business has set 
in, due in large part to the numerous underlying favor- 
able influences that have long been quietly at work. 
The economies of months have so reduced stocks that 
the replenishing of same—already underway—is of 
large proportions. Confidence is expressed that the 
spring trade will be unusually heavy. 

Manufacturers of tin and japanned ware held a 
meeting last week and though nothing definite was 
done with regard to prices, it is anticipated that ad- 
vances will be made in the near future. 

The second advance in solder within the: past few 
weeks has been made, due to the high prices of pig 
tin. Jobbers have put up their quotations 1% cents. 

At the close of the last week the American Steel & 
Wire Company issued a new price list, showing an ad- 
vance of $1.00 a ton in wire, notwithstanding the 
widely circulated reports that a reduction in prices 
would probably be made. When asked the signifi- 
cance of the advance E. H. Gary, Chairman of the 
United States Steel Corporation, said: 

“The significance in the advance is that prices for 
wire are too low. The demand for wire products has 
been exceptionally good for some time and this, to- 
gether with the fact that at previous prices, a reason- 
able profit was not obtained, precipitated the advance. 
The recent advance will insure a reasonable but not 
unfair margin of profit. As to other classes of prod- 
ucts I would not care to say anything at this time. 
The outlook, however, is good.” 

The advance in price of all grades of wire by the 
American Steel and Wire Company of $1 a ton will 
mean an increase in the net earnings of the United 
States Steel Corporation of approximately $2,000,000 
for 1911, provided prices are maintained throughout 
the current year. The Pittsburgh Steel Company and 
the Jones & Laughlin Steel Company, two of the larg- 
est independent wire manufacturers, have also ad- 
vanced the price of wire and wire products 5 cents a 
hundred pounds, or $1 a ton. This advance went into 
effect last Saturday. 

The advance in wire has of course affected the wire 
nail market ; quotations going up 5 cents from those of 
last week. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.75 per keg. The base price is $1.75 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.90 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 for 
full carloads at the mill and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as 
follows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retail- 
ers’ car lots, $1.98; $2.05 out of store; painted barb 
wire, jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ car lots, $2.00, 
with 30 cents for galvanizing ; plain wire to jobbers in 


car lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $2.00, 
Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound, 
net. 


TIN PLATE. 

Operations in tin plate plants were largely increased 
during the week. The American Sheet & Tin Plate 
Co., and the leading independents have increased their 
operating capacity in tin plate to about 7o per cent 
of maximum, from approximately 50 per cent 10 days 
ago. Indications point to a record-breaking year in tin 
plate. The price of tin plate to retailers, f. o. b. Chi- 
cago, is $8.50 for 100-pound tin plate 20x28. ‘ 





SHEETS. 

The sheet market is showing considerable improve- 
ment, and manufacturers are adding to their capacity. 
Prices are being fairly well maintained, and the out- 
look for a good season’s business is promising. The 
Chicago price to retailers is $3.75 out of store for 100- 
pound No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 





COPPER. 

The demand for copper is exceedingly quiet, with 
practically all sellers firm at 12%c a pound for electro- 
lytic, thirty days. Exports up to Tuesday of 53,786,880 
pounds for January are at the rate of about 72,500,000 
pounds for the month, which, if maintained, should 
make up for a falling off in domestic deliveries. 

There is an effort apparently being made to depress 
prices. It takes the form of letters to prominent con- 
-umers asking them to state what quantity of the metal 
they would agree to contract for if price was made 
1134c for electrolytic. As it is not accompanied with 
any positive offer to sell at any given price, it has 
probably been taken but little notice of, but for the 
time being it helps to unsettle buyers. The most fav- 
orable feature in the copper market is the attitude 
of foreign buyers, and the excellent position of trade 
abroad, and the change in the iron and steel situation 
for the better, which is shown in the advance in wire 
products, the activity in the tin plate trade, and the 
freer purchases by the railroads. The indications point 
to increased activity in the iron and steel trade, and 
probably higher prices. This is certain to be reflected 
in increased copper consumption which although it has 
not been generally acknowledged has been affected in 
the past two months by the depression in the iron and 

“steel trade. 


PIG TIN. 

Showing the apprehension that prevails in various 
quarters arising out of the corner in pig tin which has 
been brought about by a syndicate of European specu- 
lators, under whose guidance the price has been 
marked up in a sensational way of late, the leading 
lead interest has issued the following circular to its 
customers : 

“We invite your attention to the dangerous condi- 
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tion of the pig tin market and to the recent sensational 
advances which have taken place’ in the price of this 
metal. . 

“Tin cdsts us eight cents a pound more today than it 
did a year ago, due to the cornering of the world’s 
markets by a syndicate of French and Dutch capital- 
ists, whose operations are directed by an English metal 
broker. They apparently control the situation so com- 
pletely that it seems to be not so much a question of 
how much they can advance the price as how much 
they dare to advance it. In the meanwhile, although 
we are doing our utmost to prevent higher costs, we 
ate forced to follow the market—as is every other tin 
buyer in the world. Although the indications are for 
higher prices, no one can foretell the future, probably 
not even the members of the controlling syndicate.”’ 

Since the issuance of this notice the price of pig 
tin has gone up in Europe over £5 per ton, although 
on Wednesday there was a reaction of £1'% per ton. 
In other words, the market went as high as 41.80¢ a 
pound on Tuesday and closed at 41%4c a pound. 


SPELTER. 

The New York and St. Louis spelter markets were 
5 points lower and generally reported as weak. Ad- 
vices from the Joplin district report that no new con- 
tracts were reported signed this week, and the closest 
inquiry indicates that a large number of association 
members are declining to accept the scale as formu- 
lated. On the other hand the smelters seem willing 
to continue accepting contracts, that is, those who have 
already secured contracts. One smelting agency that 
has made no contracts is basing its price offerings on 
the scale, and others are buying some ore below the 
scale, and some ore above the scale. 


PIG IRON. 


Though the past week has seen breaks in the pig 
iron market in the South and East, with occasional re- 
cessions in Chicago territory, furnaces in Pittsburgh 
and Ohio territory are holding more firmly for bet- 
ter prices than at any time in several months. Recent 
inquirers for iron for first quarter and half have found 
the market stiffer than they expected. Close buyers 
have not been able to break through the open quota- 
tions of valley makers during the week just ended. 
Rumors of special concessions on foundry and basic 
grades have not been authenticated in a single case. 
Bessemer continues to be held firmly at $15, valleys, 
and the larger producers of basic in Pittsburgh and 
valley districts are confessedly out of the market at the 
publicly quoted price of $13.50 valley furnace. 

Inquiry in pig iron is the heaviest in two months or 
more. A car interest in the immediate Pittsburgh dis- 
trict is asking prices on 1,000 tons of car wheel iron 
and 1,000 tons of malleable; a sanitary ware manufac- 
turer is getting quotations on 6,000 tons of Northern 
anel Southern iron; inquiries for basic iron include two 
for 5,000 tons each from Pittsburgh consumers; and 
one Northern Ohio interest is asking for 6,000 tons of 
No. 2 and 3 foundry iron, for delivery over the entire 
first half. 

There was much gossip during the week over the 
varying reports in circulation of the trade exchange 
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deal. by which a Pittsburgh independent ore interest 
gave 10,000 tons of ore for 4,000 tons of basic iron, 
the other party to the deal being a Dunbar, Pa., furnace 
interest. The basis of the deal is now known to be 
$13.65 furnace for the pig iron which is slightly above 
préviously quoted prices on basic. The deal was 
closed prior to the opening of deliveries. 

It has little significance in reference to open market 
quotations on either ore or basic iron, since there were 
outside considerations that made it desirable on both 
sides. The largest trade of the week was the sale of 
40,000 tons of gray forge to the United States Cast 
Iron Pipe & Foundry Co., for first half delivery to its 
Scottdale, Pa., plant. The iron all comes from a nearby 
furnace, so that there are very small freight charges 
against the tonnage and the buyer possibly got the iron 
on very favorable terms. Three smaller lots of gray 
forge iron, 1,000 tons and over, for first quarter de- 
livery sold at $13.25, valley furnace.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“Recent indications show a better feeling among cus- 
tomers and improved conditions in several branches of the 
iron trade. Although cautious and sparing buying is still in 
order, there have been several important inquiries and there 
is a round tonnage pending, even after what has been placed. 

“Steel making irons comprise the principal transactions 
and there seems to be a fair demand for the lower grades. 
Reports from several districts as to placing of generous ton- 
nage for structural steel and rail orders, will undoubtedly 
have an excellent influence. 

“Coke continues dull, the production somewhat curtailed 
over the week previous, and prices without change. The 
movement of coke by the railroads is still far from satis- 
factory, and there are quite a number of current sales for 
prompt shipments to help out on contracts.” 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“There is more business doing but at the same old 
prices. As we have said previously, one of the most nota- 
ble things in the situation is the steadiness of the market 
under the great pressure that has been brought on it. For 
seven months now there has practically been no fluctua- 
tion in prices—they have remained unshaken at the same 
level, which is unprecedented. Perhaps this is explained 
by the fact that there is no further room downward. At 
least it is much to be hoped that this is the truth. Not 
only the furnacemen but the consumers as well would 
welcome a rising market, for it is a fact that at low 
prices there is no profit for anyone. It is only on a rising 
and good market that business is really done with mutual 
satisfaction. 

“All through the trade there is a feeling that some- 
thing is impending—that something is about to happen 
for the better. There is more hopefulness and a grow- 
ing conviction that the clouds that have so long obscured 
the sun of prosperity are about to roll away. It does not 
matter from what section of the country the iron master 
may come, he feels that a change is about to take place. 
This optimistic feeling is based on nothing very tangible, 
yet its existence is a good sign. And the growing volume 
of business speaks for itself.”
